The Adju-
tant General administers the affairs of the S.C. Army and Air 
National Guard, S.C. Emergency Management Division, S.C. 
State Guard, Joint Services Detachment, S.C. Military Museum, 
STARBASE Swamp Fox, S.C. Youth/Job ChalleNGe and State 
Operations. 
The S.C. Military Department is comprised of 11,683 part-
time and full-time service members and civilian employees 
including approximately 9,149 Soldiers, 1,342 Airmen, 703 
State Guard and 30 Joint Service Detachment members, and 
459 state employees. The Army National Guard maintains 
over 60 armories throughout the State while all Air National 
Guard units are located at McEntire Joint National Guard 
Base in Eastover, S.C. The Emergency Preparedness Division 
was established as a separate entity of the Adjutant General’s 
Office by Act 199, Sec. 21, 1979.

Created by Sec. 7-3-10, the State Election Commission (SEC) 
is the chief election agency in South Carolina, and is respon-
sible for overseeing the voter registration and election 
processes in the State. The SEC maintains the state’s statewide 
voter registration and election management system. The sys-
tem contains voter registration records for every registered 
voter in South Carolina. The SEC is responsible for providing 
voter registration lists for all elections held in the State, 
which average approximately 300 each year. In combination 
with the driver’s license file, the system also serves as the 
source for jury selection lists in the State. The SEC provides 
election oversight, including training and advisory ser vices 
to counties and municipalities, as well as performs county 
compliance audits to ensure elections are conducted accord-
ing to federal law, state law, and SEC policies and procedures. 
The SEC administers a mandatory statewide training and cer-
tification program for voter registration and election officials. 
The SEC creates election databases for all elections held in 
the State, provides a comprehensive statewide election secu-
rity plan, and conducts training for county election officials 
and poll managers in the proper use of the system. The SEC 
coordinates the accumulation and reporting of election results 
through its website www.scVOTES.gov. The SEC provides 
voter registration and election materials to county election 
officials and reimburses counties for allowable primary and 
election expenses. The SEC provides statistical data and 
other information regarding voter registration and elections 
to the general public including the media, candidates, politi-
cal parties, and special interest groups. The SEC conducts a 
voter education and outreach initiative designed to familiar-
ize voters with the state’s voter registration and election 
processes and to promote participation in elections. The mem-
bers of the SEC also serve as the State Board of Canvassers 
after elections to certify election returns, to declare candi-
dates elected, and to sit in a judicial capacity to rule on elec-
tion protests and appeals.
